WILD SCENES FOLLOW 


ATTEMPTS 10 ESCAPE 


Disaster Took Place Just Be- 
fore Occupants of Train 
Awoke---Sleeping Car From 
Richmond Is Submerged. 
George Gould and His Son 
Were on the Train. 


Greensboro, N. C., December 15.—Lo- 
cal passenger train No, 11, on the 
Southern Railway, known as the Rich- 
mond and Atianta train, due in Greens- 
boro at 6:40 a. m., was wrecked this 
morning at 6:32 o’ciock at Reedy Fork 
trestle, 10 miles north of here, and at 
6 o clock this evening twelve dead 
bodies had been removed from the 
wreckage. Fourteen are reported dead 
and twenty-five injured are being 
cared for at St. Leo's hospital.

Owing to the character of the wreck 
much time was required to remove the 
dead and injured from the debris and 
it was :30 o’clock before this work was 
well under way. The injured were 
brought to this city as rapidly as they 
could be extricated from the wreck and 
placed in St. Leo's hospital. 

Gould in the Wreck. 

George J. Gould, who, with his son, 
Jay Gould, was in one of the Pullmans 
when the train jumped the track and 
who was reported dead, escaped unin- 
jured. He, with his son, Jay. and 
friend. R. H. Russell, of New York, 
former editor of the Metropolitan 
Magazine, had just gotten out of their 
berths when the jump occurred. Mr. 
Russell was badly hurt by coming in 
contact with a car stove and is at the 
hospital. Mr. Gould and his son came 
in on the special bearing the dead and 
injured; He left this afternoon for his 
hunting lodge 15 miles from here, 
stating that the wreck had not disar- 
ranged his plans for a week's outing at 
his hunting reserve. 

The derailment of the train was 
caused by a broken rall about 200 feet 
from the trestie that spans the small 
stream. The train was composed of 
two baggage, express and mail cars, 
three day coaches and two Pullmans. 
The engine and baggage. mail and ex- 
press cars passed over in safety, while 
the day coaches and Pullmans were 
thrown from the trestle into the creek 
and along the banks some twenty to 
thirty feet below. 

Rail Was Broken. 

At the point where the first coach 
left the track the right-hand rail be- 
ing broken about 18 Inches from a 
joint, the rail was broken into frag- 
ments for several feet and torn en- 
tirely from the crossties. The truck 
wheels ran on the ties until near the 
trestle, when the outside wheels went 
over, allowing the brake beams and 
axies te fall on the guard rail of the 
bridge. As the last coach was about 
on the trestle the five coaches top- 
pled over, broke loose from the mail 
and express car and tumbied to the 
mud and water below. 

The Norfolk Pullman fell in the 
water, while the Richmond sleeper, 
just in front, landed only partially in 
the water. The most of the injured 
and killed in the sleepers were in the 
Richmond sleeper, which was totally 
demolished. The Norfolk sleeper was 
net so badly torn up, but fell on its 
side in the swollen stream, sub-

Washington, December 15.—Major 
General Leonard Wood, now in com- 
n.and of the department of the east, 
will be the next chief of staff of the 
army, Secretery Dickinson announced 
today. General Wood will succeed 
General J. Franklin Bell, whose term 
expires next spring. 

General Wood's rise in the army has 
been one of the most spectacular in 
its history. tntering the medical 


corps as assistant surgeon in 1886, he 
has been . promoted by leaps and 
bounds go that next April, when he as- 
sumes his new duties at the war de- 
partment he will be at the head of 
the local army. He is only 49 years 


of age. 
Makes Remarkable Record. 

Attention was called to Wood be- 
foré he had been in the army six 
months. While serving in the capacity 
of assistant surgeon, he voluntarily 
carried dispatches through a region 
infested with hostile Indians, making 
a journey of 70 miles in one night, and 
walking 30 miles the next day. In 
the same campaign he took command 
of a detachment of infantry without 
an officer, when an encounter was 
hourly expected with Geronimo. For 
his action in this campaign he was 
awarded a medal of honor in 1898. 

During the Spanish-American war 
Wood was colonel of the rough riders. 
For his services at Las Guasimas and 
San Juan Hill he was made a briga- 
dier general. Later he was promoted 
to be a major general, and was made 
governor general of Cuba. 

After the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can forces from Cuba. General Wood 
Was sent to the Philippines, where he 
finally became conmimander of the 
Philippines division. 


WOMAN ARRESTED 


IN DATH TUB CASE 


Mrs. Martin Is Charged 
With Daughter’s Murder. 


Aged Woman, Dressed in Deep 
Mourning, Refuses to Discuss 
Charge Against Her Until 
After a Discussion With Her 
Lawyer. 


New York, December 16.—Mrs. Caro- 
line Martin, mother of Mrs. Ocey W. 
M. Snead, the East Orange, N. J., 
bath-tub victim, was arrested in New 
York shortly after midnight’ this 
morning, formally charged with mur- 
der. Phe warrant was issued yester- 
day by Recorder Mott at East Orange, 
and was placed in the hands of cen- 
tral office detectives last night. 

Th warrant sets forth ‘that the 
prisoner “did wilfully, feloniously, of 
her own malice and forethought, mur- 
der.Ocey W. M. Snead, her daughter. 
Her arrest was made at the Hotel 
Bayard, where Mrs. Martin arrived 
Tuesday, and from which it was first 
thought she had escaped. 

The prisoner, who,was dressed in 
deep mourning, gave her age as 64 
years, said that she was a widow, and 
had no home. Her condition was 
pitiably weak, and she was shown 
every courtesy possible. She was 
taken to headquarters in a taxicab, 
and was soon in conference with her 
lawyer, Franklin Fort, Jr., son of the 
governor of New Jersey, who also is 
counsel for Miss Virginia Wardlaw. 
the victim's aunt, now being held in 
New Jersey for the grand jury in con- 
nection with the case. 

When Mrs. Martin was confronted 
in her room by detectives, she almost 
collapsed, and it was some time be- 
fore she gained sufficient strength to 
start on her journey to headquarters. 

Detectives tried to question her 
eoncerning the case, but she was 
quick to reply that “I will not talk 
about this until I have had the advice

This Sum ‘Is Given in Settle- 
ment of All Civil Claims 
Against the Company and 
Will Not Hamper the Govern- 
ment in Criminal Prosecutions 
of the Responsible Parties. 


New York, December 15.—Arbuckie 
Brothers, said to be the largest inde- 
pendent rivals of the American Sugar 
Refining Company, have acknowledged 
that from 1898 to 1907, they, too, failed 
to pay to the government all the 
money due as customs charges on im- 
ported sugar. In settlement .of all 
civil claims against them, the Ar- 
brekles have offered and the Treasury 
Department, with the concurrence of 
the attorney general, has accepted pay- 
ment of $695,573, but criminal prose- 
cution of those responsible will in no 
vise be hampered -or conditioned by 
this acceptance, 

Restitutions and Fines. 

The government has now received 
the following restitutions and fines 
from importers of raw sugars: 

The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany (voluntary) $2,000,000; the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company (fine im- 
pesed by the court) $135,000; Arbuckle 
Brothers (voluntary) $695,573. Total 
recovered $2,830,573. 

Today’s announcement of new ir- 
regularities in the sugar industry, 
ramifying into quarters never suspect- 
qd by the public, was made during a 
recess of the criminal, trial of six em- 
ployees of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company. Messrs. Stimson and 
Dennison, special counsel for the gov- 
ernment, then gave out a statement in 
part as follows: 


“Last June we commenced an in- 
vestigation as to the weights on which 
duties were paid on sugar landed. at 
the decks of the sugar refinery of 
Messrs, Arbuckle Brothers in the port 
The members of that 
firm voluntarily gave us access to their 
beoks and a thorough investigation 
was made of those books and of the 
customs house records. 

“As a result a shortage was reported 
to the membersegof the firm and ag soon 
as they had verified the government's 
figures they voluntarily offered to pay 
this sum, without suit, into the treas- 
ury of the United States government.”’ 

This statement purposely omits any 
reference to the methods by which the 


frauds disclosed were affected. 

“The matter is now pending before 
the grand jury,” was the only reply 
Mr. Stimson would-vouchsafe to all in- 
quiries. ' 
Sugar Trials Continue. 

In the trial of James F. Bendernagel, 
Thomas Kehoe and four other employ- 
ees of the American Sugar Refining 
Company for their alleged share in 
Similar frauds, both prosecution and 
defense rested their cases today and 
summing up will begin tomorrow. 
The case probably will go to the jury 
Friday. 

Richard Whalley, formerly an em- 
Ployee on the sugar company‘s docks, 
but who is testifying for the prosecu- 
tion, swore today that he and John R. 
Coyle, one af the defendants, had the 
following conversation in a_ saloon 
Shortly after the raid on the docks 
made by Richard Parr, the special 
treasury agent. 

Coyle—“They got Kehoe with the 
goods; I would not mind if it was any 
one else, but Kehoe will squeal, and 
we will all go up the river.”

ery. 

After a restful night the patient's 
condition was described as stationary, 
but during the course of the afternoon 
unfavorable symptoms appeared, and 
it-soon became known that his maj- 
esty had suffered a relapse.

By a dramatic. hazard of’ events, 
while the sovereign was fight!ng for 
his life, parliament today, like yester- 
day, was absorbed in one of the most 
vital questions affecting the nation, 
the great Congo problem, which came 
before the legislators for considera- 
tion. 

M. Renkin, minister for the colonies, 
in an impassioned speech, in the cham- 
ber, repudiated the criticism emanat- 
ing. from England that Belgium was 
exploiting the natives, and denied the 
charges of oppression and cruelty. . 

The minister asked the world to sus- 
pend its opinion and give Belgium «a 
chance to show her worth. 

Able Business Man. 

Whatever the judgment may’ be on 
Leopold from the broad standpoint of 
morality, it is interesting to note how 
his intellect and personality have suc- 
ceeded in profoundly {impressing both 
foreigners and Belgians with whom he 
came into intimate contact. There is 


an unanimity of opinion that the king 
is one of the shrewdest and ablest of 


men, with an astounding capacity for 
business, a great organizer, rightly de- 
serving the name of “Leopold the 
Builder.”’ 

It is understood that Leopold's per- 
sonal fortune is enormous, and that if 
the figmures were Known they would 
startle the worid. Beside extensive 
properties in Belgium and France, he 
has immense holdings in' American se- 
curities. The earnings of his enter- 
prises in the Congo Independent state 
are reputed to be stupendous. Much 
speculation as to the destination of his 
vealth has been aroused by the an- 
nouncement that he recently consulted 
Premier Schollaert with reference to a 
political testament. 

Life Has Been Shattered. 

In addition :to the attacks made upon 
him, on account of the Congo, the 
king’s life has been shattered by do- 
mestic tragedies. His only son is dead 
and his oldest daughters have been 
banished. Princess Louise has been 
divorced and pursued by creditors: 
Princess Stephenie, the King has never 
forgiven, because, after the dark epl!- 
sode of her husband’s death, she in-. 
sisted upon marrying Count Lonyay.

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New York, December 15.—The At- 
lanta office of the Phenix Fire Insur- 
ance Company, of Brooklyn, is short 
approximately $50.000, and has been 
since January 1, 1907, according to a 
statement issued tonight by the state 
department of insurance. This adds 
further complexities to the affairs of 
the company, whose former president, 
George P. Sheldon, is under indictment 
charged with grand larceny. The state- 
ment says in part: 

“A shortage in the Atlanta general 
agency existed prior to January 1, 1907. 
Its amount seems to have been between 
$45,000 and $50,000. The company's 
representatives hold certain property. 
turned over by Mr. Stockdell (the gen- 
eral agent), but such property is not 
thought te be enough te balance the 
s0rtage. Pe a 

“My. Sheldon was informed of the 
shortage ‘in January, 1907, but he did 
hot report the same to the company's 
directors or mention it until just as the 
present examination began. 

“He then mentioned it to another of- 
ficer of the company and asked that 
the amount be charged off. This offi- 
cer was Vice President Ingraham, and 
he declined to charge off the account 
as requested. As soon as possible ex- 
aminers will proceed to Atlanta to get 
at the facts. I have brought the sub- 
stance of the testimony taken to the 
attention of the insurance commis- 
sioner of Georgia.

the water. The conductor in this 
coach, Captain Johnson, was.. only 
slightly injured, and none of the pas- 
sengers in this car was killed. 

Coach Split Wide Open. 

The trailing coach was a day pas- 
senger coach, and it is not known 
whether it contained passengers or 
not. The front end of this coach wes; 
split wide open, and partially sub- 
merged in the creek. 

The Richmond Pullman is a mass of 
wreckage, and scattered over the wet 
and muddy bank of the stream, part 
of it being buried in the mud. At il 
oe’clock parts of two bodies were vis- 
tble from the edge of this mass of 
wreckage. and it is not known how 
many more were under it. Railroad 
men. who were working hard to res- 
ene the unfortunate victims and to 
recover the bodies of the dead, were 
practically certain that a removal of 
the debris would reveal more dead 
bodies. p 

The two day coaches in front of the 
Pullmans were also complete wrecks, 
being smashed into kindling wood. It 
was thought when The Daily News 
man left the scene that all the victims 
had removed from these two 
ears, though a force of men were hard 
at work, making a thorough search 
for any that might remain. 

Sealded to Death. 

Of the dead, thelr appearance at 
the undertaker’s showed tbat some 
were scalded to death, others were 
badly mutilated, while one was cut in 


half at the watst, his dismembered 
parts being found at the opposite ends 
of the coach. At 1 o'clock, when the 
dead were brought into the city, the 
morgue was So crowded that the train 
passed on further, where the’ ambu- 
lances and hacks were gathered to 
convey the dead to an improvised 
morgue, which had been ordered. It 
took a cordon of policemen to keep 
the eager crowds from blocking all ap- 
proaches. For a period of four hours 
the streets were at One time or an- 
other the scene of a procession of am- 
bulancés carrying the wounded to the 
ay ey or the dead to the morgue. 

The Southern railway -had a corps of 
officials, physicians and laborers on the 
scene quickly after the news was re- 
ceived here. Improvised litters were 
quickly put into service, as the injured 
were released from their perilous po- 
sitions in the mass of wreckage. Pull- 
man mattresses and blankets were used 
to protect the injured, and the dead 
were wrapped and handled as tenderly 
as the exigencies of the occasion would 
permit. Strong and willing hands lift- 
ed the improvised litters with their 
burdens of suffering humanity and bore 
them to the hospital trains, which were 
operated between the place of the 
wreck and Summit avenue, nearest the 
St. Leo hospital. Strong men wore 
blanched faces, but carried steady 
hands and worked quietly, but with a 
will to ao everything In their power. 
Even under the stress of the terrible 
excitement there was much tender g0- 
licitude shown the suffering. 

Bodies Beneath Wreckage. 

At 6 o'clock the track hdd been 
cleared sufficiently. to allow passenger: 
trains to pass. The three cars in the 
creek have not yet been raised) and 
it is. believed that several bodies wil! 
be found beneath the pile of wreckage. 

‘The county coroner and jury went’ to 
the scene this afternoon, but their re- 
port will not be made public unt!) to- 
morrow.

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Speech of an Alderman 
Starts the Trouble. 


Speaker Handles Madriz With- 
out Gloves, While Estrada 
and His Men Are’ Lauded 
Cheers and Hoots Greet This 
Fiery Speech---Riot Follows. 


Corinto, Nicaragua, December 15.— 
There were scenes of wild disorder 
in Managua, the capital, again last 
night. During a meeting of the alder- 
men one of them made a speech de- 
nouncing Madriz and favoring the re- 
volution. The speech was greeted with 
cheers and hooting, and a free fight 
among the government and: anti-gov- 
ernment elements followed. 

Two pistol shot were fired. The 
row extended to the street. Twenty 
arrests were made. 


The speech of the alderman which 
started the trouble was of the flery 
order adopted by Enrique Corda yes- 
terday. The speaker handled Madriz 
without gloves, as one who would not 
be accepted by the insurgents as a 
president of Nicaragua. The revolu- 
tion, Estrada and his officers and men, 
were lauded by the speaker, who bold- 
ly asserted his sympathy for the in- 
surgent cause. 

Cheerg and Hoets. 

His remarks were received with 
cheers by many, while other members 
of the aldermanic chamber  hooted. 
The result was inevitable and a fist 
fight was quickly on. In the melee 
two shots were fired, but whatever 
damage Was done was concealed. The 
The police intervened, making 20 ar- 
rests. The soldiers also were called 
out to preserve order in the streets, 
where the quarrel of the aldermen 
was taken up by partisans. Through- 
out the night the streets were filled 
with soldiers, and a systematic search 
for concealed weapons was made upon 
everyone who ventured from his home. 
The letter which Secretary Knox ad- 
dressed to the Nicaraguan charge d’af- 
faires at Washington, Rodriguez, 
whieh accompanied the latter’s paas- 
ports, was published. in Managua for 
the first time today. The United States 
auxiliary cruiser Buffalo, which is ex- 
pected here’ with American marines, 
has not yet arrived. 

Asks for Postponement. . 

Washington, December 15,—Secre- 
tary’ of State Knox today requested 
the senate committee on foreign ‘af- 
fairs to postpone the suggested in- 
vestigation of the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion for a week or more until events 
now transpiring shall enable him to 
give the committee a clear understand- 
ing of Central American affairs. The 


request was granted, 

Because of Secretary Knox’s request 
the committee also postponed action 
on Senator Hayner’s resolution con- 
cerning the execution of Cannon and 
Groce. 

The opinion was expressed that’ 
Senor Enrique Creel should be received 
by this government as the ambassa- 
dor of President Diaz, to present any 
views Mexico may have in regard 
to the future of Nicaragua or oi.ner 
Central American states, but that he 
could not be received in the capacity 
of a mediator between Nicaragua and 
the United States to consider diffi- 
culties arising over interference with 
Americans and American interests. 
Several members of the committee said 
that Senor Creel is too able a dipio- 
matist to attempt to serve as mediator 
in such disputes. 


Zeiaya Hates Americans. 
(from ‘the New York seraia.) 

If there is one thing on earth that 
President Zelaya of Nicaragua despises 
it is an American. He makes no secret 
of it, either. He neglects no oppor- 
tunity of itmpressing upon them that 
they are not wanted. His motto is: 
“Latin-America for Latin-Americans,” 
and when anybody suggests the bene- 
fits to be derived from closer inter- 
course with the United States, he 
points sarcastically to Panama, Porto 
Rico and Cuba. 

Zelaya belongs to the real aristoc- 
racy of Central-America. He is a man 
of about 60, of pure Castillian blood, a 
Spaniard through and through. A good 
friend, but a relentless foe, with a 
warm heart and a quick temper, which, 
once aroused, makes him a devil incar- 
nate. 

He was given the finest education 
Nicaragua could afford, and tnen, at 
14, was sent to Europe. He studied at 
La Sorbonne, in Paris, and _ visited 
other European universities. At 25 he 
returned to his native land, a man of 
great attainments, knowledge, and en- 
ergy. He knew no restraint, and gave 
his passions full play. In colder climes 
he would have been considered a de- 
bauchee, but: Latin-American morals 
cannot be measured by-the same stand- 
ards as those of Anglo-Saxon races, 80 
he «was merely recognized as a leader’ 
by the pleasure-loving “sports’’ and 
“high rollers” of Managua. 

In his own way Zelaya is a patriot. 
He loves his ‘country and its customs 
and traditions, and he really considers 
that the introduction of American 
methods of government would be some- 
thing in the nature of a defilement. 
He knows that his fellow-countrymer, 
are not capable of self-government and 
that they probably never will be unless 
God makes them all over again. In 
this he has the support of all the best 
and most conservative men in his 
country 

It is the same all 
America: the people cannot 
themsetves, they must be ruled; 
they want to be ruled. by men of their 
own race and religion, and not by un- 
sympathetic strangers. ‘ 

This is the secret of Zelayas power, 
just as it was of Castro’s, and is still 
of the wonderful influence of the per- 
petual president of Mexico, Porfirio 
Diaz. If Zelaya raises the -cry of 
“vankee absorption,” thousands 02 
Latin-Americans from Peru to Mexico 
will flock to his standard. He is a 
man of endless resources, and will

Mr. Barrett is expected in Atlanta 
within the next few days. Upon his 
arrival he will be urged to enter into 
consultation with the members of the 
chamber’s agricultural committee. 

Barrett Favors Plan. 

It is known on excellent authority 
that Mr. Barrett is greatly interested 
in the plans of the chamber in this 
respect, and that he may be expected 
to make strong representations to the 
committee, 

In.discussing thé matter last week 
before leaving Atlanta he declared that 
it was not only to the commercial, but 
the moral interest of Attanta to pro- 
mote a movement of this nature, even 
to the extent of locating it in this 
vicinity. 

“Our problem is tncreasing the agri- 
cultural wealth of Georgia,” he said, 
“and anything that works toward that 
end means wealth for Atlanta. 

“We expect, too, to have boys ma- 
triculating at this college from every 
state in the country. What this means 
in advertising for the city in which 
the coOHege is located, need not be 
elaborated.

Lively Discussion Over 
Panama Canal Bill. 


Roosevelt Is Styled a Dictator 
by Representative Harrison, 
of New York, and Charged 
With Usurping Authority He 
Did Not Possess. 


Washington, December 15.—Sitting 
until after nightfall, the house buckled 
down to business today. passed the 
Esch bill, requiring railroads to make 
full monthly reports to the interstate 
commerce committee of all accidents, 
and a measure giving the commission 
power to compel railroads to provide 
uniform equipment for their cars, and 
then took up for consideration the 
Mann Panama cana! bill, on which 
general debate was concluded before 
dajournment. 
adjournment. 
section 4 of the Esch bill, prohibiting 
the admission as evidence or the use 
in any action for damages of the re- 
ports of the interstate commerce com- 
mission of investigations of accidents 
provided for in the measure. Chair- 
man Mann urged that it be allowed to 
remain in the bill unamended in order 
to encourage railroad companies te 
sive the commission the benefit of 
thelr fullest information of accidents. 

Several amendments calculated to 
modify or destroy the sections were 
defeated. The bill becomes effective 
immediately. 

Panama Canal Dill. 

When the Panama cana! bill was re- 
ported by the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce the house im- 
mediately resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole for its considera- 
tion. Its author, Mr. Mann, of Illinois, 
explained its provisions, after which 
general debate was begun. 

The abolishment of the isthmian “ca- 
nal commission and the centralization 
of responsibility and authority for the 
construction of the canal and the gov- 
ernment of the canal zone, under the 
president, tn a director general, were 
bitterly opposed by several representa- 
tives. It was contended that congress 
‘had no power to delegate legislative or 
judicia] authority to the president and 
Representative Harrison, of New York, 
charged that President Roosevelt had 
assumed the role of ‘dictator’ and 
usurped authority on the canal zone 
he did not possess. 

Representative Olmstead, of Penn- 
sylvania, rushed to the ex-president’s 
}defense and insisted that Mr. Roose- 
velit had not exceeded his authority. 
Mr. Mann also declared that in acts of 
congress and in the treaty between the 
United States and Panama could be 
| found justification for Mr. Roosevelt's 
actions. 

Judicial Power on Zone. 

The section of the bill relating to 
the judicial power on the zone, which 
as amended by the committee, con- 
fers that power in one circuit court 
and such inferior courts ag the prest- 
dent may constitute, also was the ob- 
ject of attack. Representative Sterl- 
ing, of Illinois, endeavored to show 
that there was work enough for the 
thrée circuit judges now on the zone, 
and Representative Parker, of New 
Jersey, chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, said he did not approve of that 
section of the bill as it had been 
amended by the committee. 

Before the house arose from the 
committee of the whole the reading 
of the bill had begun with the under- 
standing that it would be taken up 
again soon after the holiday recess. 

The house adjourned at 5:35 o’clock 
until tomorrow.

MRED IN COURT 


Rival Factions Appeared 
Before Judge Pendleton 


-Cucet Ruled in Favor of De- 


fendants, but Granted a Su- 
persedeas Preventing Any 
Change in Status of the Or- 
der Pending Ruling. 


The hearing of the petition for in- 
junction, filed by the Eminent House- 
hold of Columbian Woodmen,  con- 
sumed the greater part of yesterday’s 
session of Fulton superior court before 
Judge Pendleton. 

The plaintiffs contended that the or- 
der had been organized in 1903, at 
which time the incorporators accepted 
the charter, adopted a constitution and 
elected officers and directors, since 
which action the incorporators have 
had no further meetings, and that a 
majority of the incorporators were no 
longer connected with the order or in- 
terested in its operation. 

They introduced evidence to show 
that three of the incorporators had 
expressly repudiated any authority to 
act in behalf of the corporation after 
the adoption of the constitution and 
by-laws, and that two of the remain- 
ing incorporators had been reimburséd 
by the order for all sums expended in 
connection with the incorporation, and 
were not even members of the order. 

The defendants admitted that the in- 
corporators had met and unanimously 
adopted a constitution and by-laws and 
elected directors and officers, but 
maintained that under the charter of 
the order they still had the right to 
control jts affairs until the first ses- 
sion of the general convention ofthe 
order, which has never been held. 

After lengthy argument on both sides 
Judge Pendleton sustained the conten- 
tion of the defendants, and ordered 
that the delegates elected by the in- 
corporators on last Saturday be added 
to the list of delegates already elected 
under the constitution of the order, 
to constitute the general convention, 
which was called to meet in Atlanta 
on yesterday. 

Upon motion of the counsel for the 
Columbian Woodmen, Judge Pendleton 
granted a supersedeas, the effect of 
which will be to prevent any chaifge 
in the status of the order at the in- 
stance of either comtending faction 
Intil the supreme court shall have pass- 
ed upon his ruling in the case. 

The supersedeas also entailed the 
postponement of the general conven- 
tion until January 15, 1910, and _ pro- 
vided for still further postponement 
of the meeting if the supreme court 
decision is not reached by that time. 

In the meantime, the usual business 
of the order will continue to be con- 
ducted by its regular officers and df- 
rectors.

BROOKLYN TRANSIT: LINE 
ADOPTS PENSION SYSTEM 


New York, December 15.—One of the 
first of the large surface transit lines 
in the United States to follow the

A striking arraignment of Georgia’s backward agricultural status and 
an earnest plea for a commissioner of agriculture to each county are the 
arguments put forward elsewhere by Dan G. Hughes, of Danville, Ga. 

Mr. Hughes’ communication is based upon an editorial in The Consti- 
tution approving the suggestion of an experimental fruit station. 

Mr. Hughes likewise indorses thie idea, but declares that an individual 
and qualified commissioner to each county, rather than one or more 1iso- 
lated experimental farms, offers the correct solution. 


Several months ago The Constitution published an outline of the plan | 


of the Farmers’ Union in the same direction, arguing that whatever the 
ultimate decision, it was at least worth close investigation on the part of 
the general assembly. 

Certainly, the contentfohs of Mr.’ Hughes are sufficiently logical to

He shows that ignorance in methods is causing our top soil to be washed

that our country homes are not what they should be, and that the state’s 
lack of an adequate system for gathering and publishing statistics is noto- 
riously expensive.

Editor Constitution: Mr. Fleming's 
letter relative to an experimental fruit 
farm and your editorial indorsing the 
plan, emphasizes, to my mind, this 
fact: Georgia, agriculturally, needs, 
above ail things, to bring about a 
union of action, so that each and 
@very problem, as they are now or as 
they constantly arise in the future, 


} May be accurately and systematically 


handled before a great loss may have 
been sustained, and further so that 
whatever is done will be a part of the 
whole. ; 

IT am not opposed to a special fruit 
experimental station, provided this 
would bring about the most needed re- 
sults. You say: “Georgia has now 
experimental farms for agriculture, 
but nowhere is similar attention given 
fruit, although the state has millions 
in it.” If one will visit our experi- 
mental station at Griffin th®y will see 
fruit trees of almost all varieties, 
@rapes, berries, truck, etc. In fact, the 
station is expected to experiment with 
each and every kind of crop grown 
in the state, so why not increase the 
station's usefulness if the right Kind 
of results are not being had? 

Presuming this were not true, my 
candid opinion ts that if the fruit 
growers would join hands with the 
Farmers’ Union and other interested 
parties in their fight for county com- 
missioners of agriculture, that better 
results’ for the fruit growers coulg be 
had than by the maintenance of a spe- 
elal farm operated under special con- 
ditions at one particular location. 

Georgia’s Fruit Exchange has proven 
a very glorious success, because it is a 
business organization, the interests of 
many combined. Their slogan has been, 
and is, that in unton there ts strength. 
From this we should draw conclusions, 
First, we must realize that what is to 
the general interest of the farmers 
who raise peaches is likewise of inter- 
est to the farmers who raise cotton, 
hay, corn, watermelons, or any other 
crop. Second, the needs of all farm- 
ers are not identical, nor can they be 
properly handled from a distance, but 
every farmer needs some particular as- 
sistance, and if had at the right time 
his success is almost sure. Every fea- 
ture of the rural problem needs im- 
provement. In order to bring this 
about we must have a union of ac- 
tion and no loss of effort or the wast- 
ing of money. In other words, every- 
thing done, everything paid for must 
count. 

If weinaugurate in Georgia a system 
of county commissioners of agricul- 
ture, each and every rural question will 


be systematically looked after, for 
there will be an organization complete 
in every detail. 

But_solely from the standpoint of ‘the 
peach grower, I feel absolutely sure 
that better results would come to him 
through an Organization of this nature 
than could possibly come from a spe- 
cial experimental! station. In the first 
place, an experimental station cannot 
ever be operated on a profit-getting 
basis, so, a8 is often the case that 
which is done at an experimental sta,- 
tion cannot be done on the farm, which 
must have a profit. 

In the second place, experiences of 
practical growers are often very much 
more valuable than are scientific ex- 
periments; therefore, if the experiences 
of one grower be compared with expe- 
riences of another grower, profitable 
deductions may be drawn. Having 
county commissioners of agriculture 
means that a competent official would 
be in every agricultural county in the 
State, free.from politics and a pre- 
fessional agriculturist, to promote the 
general as well as special farming 
along the most profitable and practical 
lines. In counties where fruit is of 
great importance a very great portion 
of this official's time would be devoted 


, to the study of fruit growing. Coming 


directly in touch with the practical 
grower. and by virtue of his position, 
in cOnstant touch with all of our scien- 
tific organizations which now exist and 
through like Officials in other coun- 
ties, be in touch with other growers, 
he should and would prove to be of 
great heip and assistance to the fruit 
growers of his county. The Fruit Ex- 
change would find his services almost 
indispensable as a statistician. 

In conclusion, besides the peach in- 
dustry, our cotton and corn need at- 
tention, for the yield is not what ft 
should be, nor are the seed properly 
selected. Our forests are disappearing, 
and our top soll is being washed to 
the sea, for the lack of terracing and 
draining. We have diseases already 
among our scanty supply of live stock, 
and, then, we need more live stock. 
Our country homes are not what they 
should be. 

Georgia virtually has no system for 
the gathering and compiling of statis- 
tics. Figure the loss, agriculturally, 
for each of the above enumerated 
needs, if you will. and then see if it fs 
not our first duty to provide a per- 
manent, positive and indestructible 
foundation upon which we can begin 
to construct and fully develop Geor- 
gia’s agricultural resources. The coun- 
ty commissioner of agriculture will 
serve as this foundation, and if the 
fruit growers will join hands with all 
other farmers to get this, we then can 
improve and develop the various in- 
terests, systematically, thoroughlly 
and completely, and then, if need be, 
have a special station.

PUBLICATION OF SCHEDULES 
AGAIN BEFORE COMMISSION 


A full discussion of the question of 
publishing railroad schedules in the 
newspapers of Atlanta so that the 
traveler maygon any day pick up the 
paper and know the official time of ar- 
rivals and departures of all trains, oc- 
cupied the attention of the railroad 
commission for three hours yesterday 
morning. 

All the railroads operating in 
territory were represented by high 
officials, and the three local daily 
papers were vepresented by the local 
advertising managers. 

The hearing grew out of an applica- 
tion of Charles G. Shearer, of 5630 
Washington street, a traveling man of 
Atlanta. who satd this service to the 
public was desired established by com- 
mercial travelers, as well as by all 
who have occasion to travel by rail. 

Statement by Mr. Shearer. 

Mr. Shearer wag present and made a 
statement before the commission. 
There was also placed in evidence a 
letter from C. J, Hollingsworth, chair- 
man of the railroad committee of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association. In 
this letter the commission was re- 
minded that the T. P. A. had frequent- 
ly sought to secure this information 
through the daily press. 

On behalf of the railroads operating 
in this territory appeared Charles A. 
Wickersham, chairman of the board of 
control-of the Atlanta Terminal! Com- 
pany; C. E. Harman, chairman of the 
board of control of the union pas- 
senger station; H. C. Bailey, division 
passenger agent of the Louisville and 
Nashville; W. A. Leahy, genera! pas- 
senger agent of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic; T. K. Scott, genera! 
manager of the Georgia Railroad: C. 
D. Wayne, assistant general passenger 
agent of the Seaboard Air Line.

Former Order of Commission. 

In general order No. 2 
commission ordered the railroads to 
publish schedules of arrivals and de- 
portures in the newspapers of Atlanta, 
“provided the rate to be pald therefor 
shall not be greater than that pro- 
vided by law for the sheriff's adver- 
tising.”’ 

The rate for the sheriff's advertising 
is 560 cents an inch. None of the At- 
lanta newspapers have been willing to 
cut their card rates to this extent; the 
majority of the rallroads were not 
willing to pay the reduced rates that 
were quoted; hence the schedules of all 
the roads have not appeared in the 
daily press of Atlanta. 

Mr. Shearer, on behalf of the travel- 
ers he represented and the public gen- 
erally. asked that the commission 
modify its former order so that the 
roads would be required to publish 
their arrivals and departures, instead 
of leaving it optional with them, in 
view of their inability to wet a 50-cent 
rate. 

The discussion was not concluded 
until 1 o'clock. The commission — then 
adjourned until 3 o'clock, reserving its 
decision unt!! later.

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ANNIHILATION OF PAIN. 


Long, of Georgia, 
something more than sixty years ago, science has made remarkable progress 
in the direction of the annihilation of pain upon the operating table. 

Current discoveries are filling a long-felt want in supplying effective 
local anaesthetics enabling the most difficult operations to be performed 
without rendering the patient unconscious. > 

One of ,the defects of ether, chloroform and similar anaesthetics is the 
fact that they cannot be safely administered for operation upon aged per- 
sons or even younger persons whose heart action is not sufficiently strong 
to withstana their depressing effect; in such cases fatalities are likely to 
result. 

Two recently discovered anaesthetics give promise, following severe 
tests, of supplying this deficiency—‘‘stovaine,” the use of which has been 
developed by Dr Thomas Jonnesco, of Roumania, now in New York, and 
“novocaine,” the discovery of a German physician, which has been per- 
fected by physicians in this country. 

Stovaine is injected into the spinal column, temporarily paralyzing the 
nervous system,’ but not depriving the patient of consciousness. Novocaine 
is injected into the parts to be operated upon, completely deadening the 
tissues which are subjected to the knife, but affecting neither the mind 
nor other portions of the body.

and Died Two M 


Months Later. 
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There is an element of tragedy in 
removing even a young plant from its 
native soil, away from the nourish- 
ment of its mother root. But much 
more tragic is the taking away of a 
young child, a human being, from that 
one influence—motherhood—which is 
all-important in the rounding of life 
and character.

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It was a heartrending sight—the 
parting of mother and child. 

Though Mrs. Boger left the city in 
accordance with her agreement, she

INMAN ESTATE 
BROUGHT TO CLOSE 


Pendleton Has 
Signed Final Settle- 
ment Decree. 


Judge John T. Pendleton, of the Fal- 
ton county superior court, yesterday | 
afternoon signed the decree in the 
settlement of the Inman estate re- 
ceivership, which has been involved 
in the courts for the past two years, 
and which now brings this estate out 


free from all incumbrances. 

In the decree there was set forth 
in detail with exhibits attached, all of 
the agreements previously entered in- 
to, and printed in the Constitution, in- 
cluding the equal division of the 
property after all debts against the 
estate had been settled. 

From the report of Auditor J. M. 
Terrell, it was learned that the cost 
involved in this litigation totalled up 
$71,744.78, the principal items of which 


were as follows: 

Services of Auditor 
$5,000; attorneys’ fees to Rosser 
& Brandon as counsel for the | 
receivers and Mrs. Harriet F. 
Brandon, $30,000, of which $2,500 had 
previously been paid: $20,000 to King, 
Spalding & Little and John L. Hopkins 
& Sons, counsel for Mrs. Gray, less 
$2,500 previously paid; $1,247.39 to J. 
R. Gray as tempofary executor, which 
sum was applied to his debts to the 
Inman estate; the same: sum to Mrs. 
Brandon for similar service; $4,250 to 
Mrs. Brandon as extra compensation 
for additional work in regard to cer- 
tain contract work; $10,000 to Mrs. 
Gray, and $10,000 to Mas. Brandon as 
reveivers’ fees: $444.51 to George Os- 
borne as stenographer’'s fees. 

All these sums were paid by check, 
and in addition that of $39,187.50 by 
Mrs. Gray to Mrs. Brandon, for her 
half interest in Mrs. Gray’s indebted- 
ness to the estate. 

The value of the estate approximated 
nearly $2,000,000, :instead of $1,500,000 
as first appraised after Mr. Inman’s 
death. There was left, after all debts 
were paid off, $700,000 in, real estate to 
be divided between Mrs. Gray and Mrs. 
Brandon, and $200,000 in stocks, bonds 


and cash. 

The estate.was divided as follows: 

Parcel No. 1, to Mrs. Brandon, 21 feet 
of the Rich store on Whitehall street; 
25 feet of the High store; Nos. 111 and 
113 Forsyth street: Nos. 13, 15, 17 and 
1® Peters street: a lot on the north 
side of Linden street; one-half interest 
in certain vacant property on Spring 
and Emmett streets: some vacant acre- 
age property on the Southern railway 
beit line: a small lot at the corner of 
Holland and Liberty streets, together 
with a piece of residence property in 
Augusta. 

Parcel No. 2, given to Mrs. Gray, con- 
sists of the corner of Broad and Luckie 
streets, 50x105 feet: corner of Hunter’

New York, December 15.—The Na- 
tional League of Professional Baseball 
Clubs is still talking.

Heydler. 

There seems to be no weakening in 
the ranks of the men for or against 
Heydier. In some ways it looks lke a 
compromise candidate. 

Horace Fogel, representing the 
owners of the Philadelphia club, 
admitted to the meeting today, 
many of the club owners were 
satisfied with his statement. that 
Charles W. Murphy, of Chicago, and 
Charles P. Taft, of Cincinnati, are not 
the new purchasers. They are seeking 
more information along this line. 

President Heydler announced that 
Players Moren, Doolan and Knabe, 
who were fined for their conduct in 
the game of October 4, had not ag yet 
paid their fines, and would be ineli- 
gible to play in the National League 
until these were paid. 

The league decided to bestow a 
lump sum, not specified, on an invalid 
sister of the late president, Harry 
Pulliam, and to give her the interest 
on $5,000 a year during her lifetime.
